doubt like a criminal charge or a quasi-criminal 
charge but not exactly in tho manner of cslab 
lishment of the guilt in a criminal prosccution 
giving the liberty to the accused to kecp mum . 
The charge has to be proved on appraisal of the 
evidence adduced by both sides cspecially by the 
election petitioner .

" Oral testimony will have to be judged with the greatest 

care and an clectoral victory cannot be allowed to 
be nullified by a mouthful of oral testimony wilb 
out contemporaneous assurance of a reliable natuie 
from an independent sourco . 


(2 ) That tho election held and results declared on 

the choice of thc voters should not be lightly 
intcrefered with or set aside by a court of law . 
After all , in the holding of a fresh election are in 
volved numerous botherations , tremendous cx. 
penses , loss of public time and money and un 
certainty of the public rcprcsentation from a par 
ticular constituency . 


( 3) A chargc of corrupt practice is easy to level but 

difficult to prove. If it is sought to be proved 
only or mainly by oral evidence without there 
being contemporaneous documents to support it, 
court should be very caroful in schitinizing the 
oral evidence and should not lightly accept it un 
less the evidence is credible , trustworthy, nalural 
and showing beyond doubt the commission of 
corrupt practice , as alleged . 


An election dispute is not a private feud bet 
ween one individual and another. The whole con 
stituency is intimately involved in such a dispute . 
Shaky and wavering oral testimony of a handful 
of witnesses cannot still the dominant voico of tho 

majority of an electorato ." 
In A . I.R . 1975 S . C . 2573 it bas becn held : 
" The charge of bribery is quasi-criminal in nature and 

such a chargo must bc ipproved not by a mere 
preponderance of probabilities but beyond a reason 
Ablo doubt. 

In the absence of any evidence of unimpeachable 
nature and particularly in the absence of any cont 
emporancous complaint in regard to the allegation 
of bribery , it would be unsafe to accept the baro 
word of the election pctitioner and his witnesses 

on such a serious charge ."

" When elections are challenged on grounds with a 

criminal taint, the benefit of doubt in testimonial 

matters belongs to returned candidate ." 
In A .I. R . 1963 Orissa 83 it has been held : 
" The charges of corrupt practices are quasi-criminal in 

character . The principles of criminal Jurisprudence 
are applicable . 


(6 ) It must always be borne in mind that the conse 

quences of setting aside of an election on the 
ground of corrupt practice are very serious for the 
candidate concerned as well as other s involved in 
it. A Court , thercfore , should rcach its conclusion 
with care and caution taking into consideration the 
broad probabilities, the natural conduct of the 
persons involved and the special situation in 
which 4 corrupt practice is alleged to have been 
committed ." 


In A .I.R . 1976 S. C . 1599 it has been held : 


In the caso of allegations of corrupt practices 
the burden of proof is on the petitioner ; it never 
shifts and the standard of proof to discharge this 
burden is the same as in criminal cases , that is, 
the matter requiring proof should be established 
beyond any reasonable cloubt and in case of doubt 
the benefit should go to the respondent, though an 
election petition has to be tried in accordance with 
the procedure applicable to civil suits. 

It is a sound principle of natural justice that the 
success of a candidate who has won at an election 
should not be lightly intereferd with and any peti 
tion sceking such interference must strictly conform 
to the requirements of the law . 

One of the essentials of that law is also to safe 
guard the purity of the ele . lion process and also 
to see that the people do not get elected by flagrant 
breaches of that law or by corrupt practices." 


" In a domocracy such as ours , the purity and sanctity 

of clections , the sacrosanct and sacred nature of the 
electoral process must be preserved and maintained . 
The valucable verdict of the people at the polls 
must be given duo respect and candour and should 
not be disregarded or set at naught on yaglie , in 
definite , frivolous or fanciful allegations or on cvi 
dence which is of a shaky or prevaricating charac 
ter, It is well settled that the onus lies heavily on 
the election petitioner to make out a strong case 
for setting aside an clcction . In our country election 
Is a fairly costly and expensive venture and the 
Representation of the People Act has provided suffl 
cient safeguards to make the clections fair and fiee. 
In these circumstances , therefore , election results 
cannot be lightly brushed Asido in election disputes. 
At the same time it is necessary to protect the purity 
and sobriety of tho clcctions by ensuring that the 
candidates do not secure the valuable votes of the 
people by undue influence , fraud, communal pro 
paganda, bribery or other corrupt practices as laid 
down in the Act. Another principle that is equally 
well settled is that the cloction pctitioner in order 
to sliccecd must plea all material particulars and 
prove them by clear and cogent evidence , The alle 
gations of corrupt practices being in the nature of 
a quasi-criminal charge the same must be proved 
beyond any shadow of doubt. Where the election 
petitioner seeks to prove charge by purely partisan 
cvidence consisting of his workers, agents , supporters 
and friends , the Court would have to approach the 
cvidence with great care and caution , scrutiny and 
circumspection and would , as a matter of prudence 
though not as a rule of law , require corroboration 
of such evidence from independent quarters , unless 
the court is fully satisfied that the evidence is 80 
credit-worthy and truc, spotless and blemishless, 
cogent and consistent, that no corroboration to lend 
further assurance is necessary ."

It is the rule of practice $ 0 invariable 
and peremptory that it must be regarded as having 
hardezed into a rule of law that the Judgc must 
be fully and expressly alive to the need for indepen 
dent corroboration in material particulars both with 
regard to the offence and ibo offender, that one 
accomplice cannot corroborate another , and that 
although no doubt a previous statenicnt of an act 
complico satisfying the requirements of section 157 
of the Evidence Act can he used to corohorato 
his testimoncy , it is not the independent cor 
roboration requirerl by this rule, Save in most cxcer . 
ticnal circumstances, no court will record a finding of 
corrupt practice on such evidence ."

He also cited a decision reported in A . I. R , 1979 S . C . 731 
(Gurdev Singh I. Baldev Singh ) wherein it has been held : 
" Where the petitioner did not make A written complaint 

to the Returning Officer about hiring of vehicles by the 
successful candidate for carrying voters nor did he 
mention this fact in the complaint made against 
the Presiding Officer of a polling station and in his 
cross- examination , he, though admitted that he did 
not make a complaint about hiring of vehicles , did 
not come forward with the explanation that ho 
was not aware of the fact of hiring, the petitioner 
could not be deemed to have not made the complaint 
because he was not aware of the fact of hiring of 
vehicles. The petitioner in such circumstances 
could not be said to have proved the corrupt prac 
tice in the absence of complaint in regard to the 
alleged corrupt practicc ." 


Mr. Misra argued that in the absence of any written com 
plaint such grave allegations should not be entertained . P . W . 
27 is an active member of the Congress (1 ) party and wag 
also a candidato for the agsornbly election . It is natural that 
he should make a written complaint about the allegations, 
but he has not done so . In the absence of any written com 
plaint the oral evidence which is not reliable cannot be 
accepted . In view of the shaky nature of evidence and in 
the absence of particulars of allegations, it should be held 
that the allegations have not been proved. The allegations 
hayo also been denied by respondent No , 1 ( R . W . 11 ), R .WS. 
2 and 4 who are responsible persons and R . W . 4 La sitting 
M . L . A , of the area . After considering the argument of both 
sides and the evidence on record , I am of the view that 
though it has been established that Tug- 14 had been to Tal 
chuan , there is no rellable evidence that this Tug 14 was 
Lised by respondent No. 1 for the purpose of electiori . 
Similarly there iş no reliable evidence that vehicle Nos. 3436 , 
3166 and 7422 were used by respondent No . 1 and there is 
algo no reliable evidence that respondent No . 1 or his agent 
or any person with his consent obtained or procured the 
assistance of any Government servant for the furtherance 
of the prospects of the election . 


On behalf of the petitioner P . W . 10 and P . W . 12 , who 
allegedly received bribe from respondent No . 1, have been 
examined . P . W . 12 bas stated that 20 to 22 days prior 
to the polling respondent No. 1 had bcen to Rajnagar and 
reached there at about 12 . 00 noon. He went to Harijan 
basli. Nalini Mohanty (RW . ) acconipanied him 10 Harijan 
Basti. Both of them went round the basti. Respondent 
No . I paid them at the rate of Rs. 10 , Rs. 15 , and Ks. 20 
to each family according to the number of voters of the 
family at the rate of Rs, 5 for each yote ). Though he was 
offered money he did not accept. Respondent No. 1 d stri 
buted about Rs. 2000 in the Harijan basij. Due to tho 
payment the voters were very much in Auenced and expressed 
their desirc to vote for respondent No. 1. The B . D .O . 
Rajoogar and other Government officers orguinised the meet 
ing at Rajnagar, Respondent No , 1 told in the meeting that 
he had provided food and shelter to the cyclone affected 
peoplo of the area . Ho also promised that a bridge over 
rivor Hanguan would be constructed if he wns the election . 
Due to the above promisc people were visibly influenced . 
P . W . 10 has only spoken about the mecting beld by respon 
dent No. 1 at Rajnagar . He hag deposed about several 
election meetings held by respondent No. 1 ohout which 
there are no allegationg in the election petition . Mr. Moha 
patra , learned counsel for the pelit oner submitted that the 
meeting at Rajnagar has been admitted by respondent No. 1 
and there is no reason why P . Ws. 10 and 12 should not be 
belived . Mr. Misra on the other hand gubmitted that 
P . W . 12 is the only witness to speak about payment of bribe . 
Though in the petition it hag been mentioned that Rs. 10 
was paid to cach Harjan including P . W . 12 , in the evidence 
P . W . 12 has stated that Rs. 5 was paid to cach voter and 
he has denied to have received money though in the petition 
it has heen mentioned that he was paid Rs. 10 . He has not 
informed the petitioner about payment of bribe . The mecting 
At Rajnagar has been admitted by rospondent No. 1 , but the 
allegations of payment of bribe and giving promises have 
been depicd by respondent No. 1 . Petitioner, who has been 
cxamined as P . W . 28 has stated that he heard about payment 
of money from P . W . 12 and from Kalandi Routray , who has 
not been examined in this case. P . W . 10 does not support 

P . W . 12 regarding bribery . He has only stated about the 
meeting held at Rainagar, but he has not stated about any 
promiso given in the meeting . P . W . 10 is also an active 
worker of Congress ( I) party . So from this it is clear that 
P . W . 12 has not been corroborated by any other witness and 
his oral testimony cannot bo accepted without contempora 
neous assurance of reliable nature from an independent 
source, Considering the evidence of both sides, I am of the 
view that the petitioner signally failed to substantiate tho 
allegations made against respondent No. 1 . 


No doubt, the evidence discloses that on the same night 
petitioner and R . W . 2 arrived at Talchuan . R . W . 2 came 
by a motor launch D - 14 . Several Government officers were 
Also present theic on that day with Government vehicles , Ag 
it is disclosed from the evidence of P . W . 24 that they were 
there to attend the inspection of the Irrigation Miinstor , 
Those circumstances may give rise to grave suspicion that 
the vehicles and vessels were there for the purpure of elec 
tioneering of respondent No . 1 and the Government officers 
were also in attendance on the plea of inspection by the 
Irrigation Minister, R . W . 2 . However , suspicico is not suffi 
cient. 


Paragraph 14 (v ). - It has been alleged that on 11 - 12- 79 
at About 3.00 p . m , respondent No. 1 in the comp; ny of his 
agent R . W . 2 visited village Kakharuni in Patta undel Assem . 
bly constituency and paid R9, 10 to each Harijan including 
Murali Mallik (P . W . 8 ) and Jemmejaya Mallik (not examined ) 
and thus paid a total amount of Rs. 1000 inducing them to 
vote for him . 


In the ultimatum I am of the view that the petitioner has 
falled to prove the allegation beyond reasonable doubt. 


Paragraph 14 (iv ). — The allegation is that on 11 - 12 - 79 at 
About 1 .00 p . m , respondent No. 1 and his agent R , W . 2 
visited Rajnagar Hariſan Sahi and paid Rs. 10 to cech HarlJan 
including Dhruba Mallik (P . W . 12 ) and a total amount of 
about Rs. 2000 was distributed amongst the Harijang inducing 
them to vote for respondent No. 1 . Thereafter they pro 
ceeded to atten t the election meeti & which was held at Raj 
nagar At abont 2 p .m . Respondent No. 1 and RW . 2 gavo 
promises in the meeting to corstruct a bridge over river 
Hansuan , to supply clectricity to each village of Rajnagar 
and to provide tubo wells in each village if the people 
would vote for respondent No . 1 


In paragraph 12 of the written statement it has been 
stated that the allegations are false . It has further been 
stated that neither respondent No. 1 nor RW . 2 visited 
the place on the date alleged and payment of any gratification 
as an inducement to vote for respondent No . 1 has been 
denied . P . W . 8 has been examined by the petitioner to 
substantiate the charge . According to PW . . respondent 
No . 1 and R . W . 2 had been to village Kakharuni about 20 
to 22 days prior to the date of rolling. He is a Ward 
Member . Ganeswar Jena (not examined ) called him saying 
that he was wanted by respondent No 1. So he came to 
the house of Ganeswar Jena where he found respondent 
No. 1 and R . W . 2 . He, respondent No. 1, R . W . 2 and 
Gateswar Jena visited Harijan bastí where there are about 
100 families . Respondent No. 1 sent for the Mulhias of 
each family and told them to vote in the symbol " Faimer 
und Bullork " . Respondent No , I went to each of the 
houses anil naid Rs. 10 to cach of the Mukhins . Gopi 
Mallik and Bhagi Mallik ( not examined ) were some of the 
Mukhias whom money was paid . He was also paid Rs. 10 . 
Respondent No I told him to help him in the election He 
wag muid Rs 10 each day through Ganeswar Tena till the 
date of polling for about 20 to 22 days . For that perioit te 


In paragraph 11 of thc wiitt n statement these allegations 
have been denied . It has been an erted that neither respon 
dont No. 1 nor R . W . 2 visited the Harijan Sabi and paid 
money to Harijins, R . W . 2 dcl not visit Rajnagar on the 
date alleged And no promic H « made either by respondent 
No, 1 or RW . 2 as an inducement to vote for respondent 
No 1 . 
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worked for respondent No . 1. Due to the paymont of money 
out the voters of their basti decided to vote for respondent 
No. 1 , though carlier they had decided to vote for Congress 
( I) candidate . No doubt due proof of a single act of bribery 
by or with the knowledge and conscnt of the candidate of 
by his agents , however insignificant that act may be, is 
sufficient to invalidate the election . The judges are not at 
liberty to weigh its importance, nor can they allow any 
cxcuse , whatever the circumstances may be, such as they 
can allow in certain conditions in case of treating or undue 
influence by agents. For this reason , clear and uncquivocal 
proof is required before a case of bribery will be held to 
have been established . Suspicion is not sufficient, and the 
confession of the person alleged to have been bribed is not 
conclusive. In this case there is no corroboration to the 
evidence of P . W . 8 . This witness is in the nature of an 
accomplice as he has himself received the bribe . In the 
absence of any corroboration it is difficult to accept the 
evidence of this witness. So there is no merit in the allega 
tiong made against respondent No . 1. 


Paragraph 14 (vi and vii ). These allegations are regarding 
payment of bribe at the rate of Rs. 10 to each Harijan in 
tbe Harijan bestis of Khadianta and Matia on 11 - 12 - 79 by 
respondent No . 1 inducing them to vote for him . To support 
this allegation petitioner has not examined any witness except 
hig bare assertion . The petitioner s counsel has fairly con 
ceded that there is no evidence to support the allegations 
contained in raragraph 14 ( vi and vil) of the petition . The 
allegations in the circumstances have not been established . 


Paragraph 14 ( viii ).- -- The allegation is that on 11 -12 - 79 
at about 5. 00 pm , an election meeting was held by 
respondent No . 1 at Pattamundei. The meeting was arranged 
by Government servants such as Gangadhar Jena , Asst. 
Engincer, Pattamundei Irrigation Subdivision and his sub 
dinates as well as by Shri Pitambar Das, B . D . O .- in - charge of 
Patlamundel. The Government servants and their subordi. 
nales erected pandel and samiana for tho meeting and also 
propagated through their subordinate such as Ganeswar Jena, 
a Khalasi of Irrigation Department. In the meeting respon 
dcat No. 1 and R . W . 2 promised to provide tube wells in 
the villages and tiled roof houses to the poor villagers induc. 
Ing them to yote for respondent No . 1, 


Paragraph 14 (lx ). — The allegation is that on 12 - 12 - 79 at 
about 3 . 00 p .m . the respondent No . 1 along with R . W , 2 and 
RW . S visited village Jagujore. This village has been domi 
nated by the refugees from Bangladesh . Respondent No. 1 
and his companions addressed an clection mceting and pro 
mised to provide electricity to the ncighbouring villages if 
the pçople would vote for him . The people in the mceting 
demanded that electricity should be provided before election , 
Respondent No. 1 commanded RW . 2 to implement the 
same and in fact just before the date of polling clectric poles 
numbering about 150 were placed . This was done without 
prior sanction of the Government in order to enhance the 
prospect of the election of respondent No. 1 . 

In paragraph 16 of the written statement it has been stated 
that the allegations are false . It has also been stated that 
neither respondent No. 1 , nor R . W . 2 or R . W . 5 visited the 
płaco on the dato as alleged , and there is no village named 
Jagajore . The allegation that piomiscs were made to supply 
electricty is false . It has been denied that any clectric polos 
were placed according to the promises made. The petitioner 
has examined P .Ws. 9 , 13 and 16 to prove the allegation , 
P . W . 9 has stated that on 12- 12- 79 at about 3 . 00 p . m . a 
meeting was held at Jagajore . Prior to the meeting an 
announcement was made by beat of drums by Dhaneswar 
Swain (Not examined ) a Work Sarkar of the Irrigation 
Department , Dajtari Sutar presided over the meeting and 

R .Ws. 2 , 5 and 11 ( respond at No. 1) were the speakers . 
Respondent No. 1 promised in the meeting that within three 
to four days electricity would be provided in the area and 
in fact after the meeting and before the polling date 100 
clectric poles were placed for providing electricity in the 
area . After the meeting people present were discussing 
amongst themselves that if Electricity would be provided they 
would vote for respondent No . 1. Due to the above promise 
given by respondent No . 1 people changed their mind to vote 
for respondent No. 1 . P . W . 13 is the Executive Engineer 
who joined as Executive Engineer , Electrical Construction 
Division , Marshaghai in July, 1980 . He stated that there is 
no revenue village named Jegajore , the hat is called Jagajoro . 
Jagajore hat has not been electrified . The electric poles 
that were placed have not reached upto Jagajore . Rankal 
was electrified in the year 1979 -80 . Estimate for supply of 
electricity was made in the year 1976 -77 and tho sanction was 
made in 1979 - 80. He produced Ext. 1 in support of his 
contention . The entry at sl. 125 in Ext. 1 is marked as Ext. 
1 / 1. P . W . 16 also stated about the meeting held at Jagajore 
on 12 - 12 - 79 at about 3 . 00 p . m . and the promises made by 
respondent No. 1 for providing clectricity in the area . He 
further stated that a memorandum was presented before 
respondent No, 1 on behalf of the refugees . Within 8 days 
thereafter electric poles numbering about 100 Woro placed 
from village Radia to Jagajore. Due to the above promisos 
people were influenced and expressed that they would vote 
for respondent No. 1 . Respondent No. 1 ( R . W . 11) hag 
categorically denied to have held any meeting at Jagajore , 
and stated that there is no revenue village named Jagjore . 
Mi. Misra , learned counsel submitted that there is no allcga 
tion in the petition that any assistance of any Government 
servant was obtained for holding the meeting, though P . W . 9 
has stated go . P . W . 9 is a worker of Congress (I) party .

Mr. Misra further argued that assuming though not admitting 
that respondent No. 1 promised to see that electricity would 
be provided in the arca , he has not committed any offence 
because by then estimate and sanction had already been 
made . He relied on a decision reported in A . I. R . 1976 
S . C , 27 (supra ) and A . I. R . 1966 MP, 255 (Hariram Singh 
v , Kamal Prasad Sharma). Considering the evidence of 
the witnesses I am of the view that the e timate and sanction 
had already been made for providing electricity in the arca 
as would be evident from the statement of P . W , 13 and 
Ext. 1 and even assuming that respondent No. 1 stated in 
the meeting that he would see that electricity would be 
provided in the area soon , he has not committed any offenco . 
Therefore, these allegations algo tail . 


In paragraph 15 of the written statement the above allega 
tions have been denied . It is also stated that neither respon 
dent No. 1 nor R . W 2 visited the place on the date allegod . 
The allegation that the Government servants arranged the 
meeting etc , has been denied . P . W . 6 is the only witness 
examined in support of the case of the petitioner . He has 
stated that on 11- 12 -79 a meeting was held at about 6 .00 
p .m . at Pattamundai by respondent No . 1. A pandul was 
erected for the purpose . The S . D . O . Irrigation Gangadhar 
Jena, Section Officer Yudhistir Sahu and the BD . O .-in - charge 
of Pattamundei Pitambar Das actively. participated in the 
erection of the pandal. The Irrigation Department Khalasis 
Nabkishore Das and Nityananda Rath were erecting the 
pandal and were bringing necessary materials for the purpose . 
Two. Government jeeps were utilised for the purpose . The 
entry in Ext. 7 (Log Book of ORU 7422 ) dated 12 - 12 - 79 
(Ext. , 7 / 4 ) shows that the jeep ORU 7422 was there at 
Pattamuodei for the purpose of the visit of Minister of Inl. 
gation , R . W . 2 . On behalf of respondent No. 1 it is stated 
that there was no meeting on 11- 12 -79 at Pattamundel, but 
a meeting was held on 12 - 12 - 79 and R . W . 5 also denied the 
allegation that a meeting was held on 11- 12 -79 at Pattamundei. 
Mr. Mista , learned counsel for respondent No. 1 , submitted 
that P . W 28, the Petitioner himse f. speaks about promises 
made for fixing iſrigation points and supply of electricity by 
respondent No. 1 , but this has not been stated by P . W . 6 . 
No other witness has been examined to support P . W . 28 . 
P . W . 6 is the President of the Block Congress (I) party and 
was the polling agent of the petitioner , When he was con 
fronted with the list of rolling agents ( Ext. E /2 ) he did 
not remember whither he was the polling agent of the 
petitioner or not. From Ext. E / 2 it appears that he was a 
rolling agent of the petitionor. After considering the evi 
dence, I am of the view that his evidence cannot be acrepied 
without any corroboration and it cannot be said that 
his evidence is cogent and trustworthy . His evidence 
also differs from the allegations made in the petition , Ext. 7 
alao does not in any way help the petitioner. In the result, 
therefore , the allegations fall . 
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Paragraph 14 (x ). — The allegation is that on 13 - 12 - 79 at 
about 3 .00 pm . an election meeting of respondent No . 1 
was held at Bichana in Patkura Assembly Constituency , 
It was addressed by respondent No. 1 and his agents R . W 2 
and RW . 4 , R . W . 4 was taken as Cabinet Minister on the 
eve of election to further the prospect of the election of 
respondent No. 1 , The clection meeting was arranged by 
the Government servants such as the S . D . O . Irrigation Sri 
Baishnab Charan Mohapatra and his subordinates and the 
local B . D .O . by erecting pandal and propagating for res 
pondent No. 1 by utilising Government jeeps . In this meeting 
respondent No, 1 and his agents ( two Ministers, i.e . R . W : . 
2 and 4 ) promised to construct bridges on the rivers Chitrot 
pala and Luna if the people would vote for respondent No. 1 
They also promised to set up lift irrigation points and to 
provide electricity and as a matter of fact electric poles 
were suddenly placed in village Rankala during the election , 


- This allegation has been denied by respondent No. 1 in 
paragraph 17 of the written statement. It has been stated 
ibut RW . 2 did not visit the place on the date alleged . It 
has also been denied that R . W . 2 or RW , 4 were inducted 
to the Cabinet for furtherance of the election prospects of 
respondent No . 1. The allegations that Government servants 
organised the meeting and that respondent No. 1 made 
promises, are also denied . Placing of electric poles is also 
denied . It has been stated that Rankal and Bichana are at 
a long distance from each other . 


In support of the case P . W . 14 has been examined . He 
has stated that on 13- 12 - 79 respondent No. 1 hcld an 
election meeting at Bichana. The S . D . O , Irrigation , Patkura 
Sri Baishnub Charan Mohapatra and the than B .DO . Qarad 
pur had arranged the meeting. Respondont No. 1, R . W , 2 
and R . W . 4 addressed the meeting . Respondent No. 1 told 
in the meeting that if people would vote for him he would 
sec that bridges are constructed over rivers Luna and Chitrot 
pata , lift irrigation facility is provided in the area and cléctri 
city is provided to the villages where there was no electri 
city . The people gathered there said to respondent No. 1 
that if the above works would be done before polling, they 
would vote for him . Ho has stated that the villagers of 
Rankal demanded to provide electricity and respondent No . 1 
promised to supply electricity within a fortnight and in fact 
80 poles were placed , but clectric wire has not been fitted . 
So the voters were considerably influenced . Petitioner 
examined himself as P . W . 28. He has stated that ho hoard 
this from others. Admittedly he has no personal knowledge 
about this . Mr. Misra , learned counsel for respondent No. 
1 submitted that P . W . 14 is a counting agent of the peti 
tioner as would be evident from Ext. D / 4 . He further sub 
mitted that thore is no allegation about the meeting at 
Rankal in the petition . According to P . W . 13 , the Executive 
Engineer. Electrical Construction Division , Marshaghai, 
Rankal had already been olectrified . P . W . 13 further stated 
that estimato for providing electricity to Rankal had been 
prepared in the year 1977 - 78 and sanction had been made for 
the same in the year 1979 - 80 . P . W . 14 also does not know 
when electricity was provided at Rankal. He also stated 
that responderrt No . 1 held a meeting at Bichana, but it 
has been denied that he (P . W , 14 ) was present. R . W . 7 , 
the sitting M . L . A ., has stated that the meeting was arranged 
by the workers of the party and no promise was made in 
the mecting. 
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in paragraph 18 of the written statement the allegations 
have been denied . It has also been denied that the cop 
NO , OKU 7306 bolonging to B . D . O . Aul was used for 
election work of responacnt No. 1 and that the vehicle 
carried any posters . Dr. Kunja Bebari Swain is a Congress 
(1) worker and had lodged a false station diary . Tho Iulso 
diary made is a part or the plan to create evidence for tho 
purpose of starting this election case. 

P .Ws. 6 , 19 , 21, 25 und 29 have been examined in support 
of the petitioners case und some documents have also been 
produced , P . W . 0 has slaled that on 22 - 12 - 19 At about 
7 . 00 PM , he saw ibat posters of respondent No. 1 were 
being carried in the jeep belonging to B . D .O . Aulat Patra 
pur Ghat. When he reached there he found that the postars 
were being unloaded from & boat and loaded in the jeep . 
He asked the driver of the jep and the B . D . O . Aul ag to 
how they were carrying the posters of respondent No. 1 in 
the Government jecp. Al that time yr Biswanath Pandit who 
was working for respondent No. 2 also reaclied there. There 
after they all came to Pallamndei police station and Dr. 
hunja Behari Swain of Congress (1) party lodged a station 
diary entry . Dr. Kunja Bchari Swain has now yone mad . The 

0 .1. C . Pattamundoi 1 , S . wcat to the Ghat and seized the 
block jccp and the posters. A scizure list woS prepared . He 
has also signed in the scizure list. P . W . 19 has proved 
Ext. 4 , the Log Book of vebicle No . ORU 7306 . The 
entry dated 22 - 12 -79 (Ext. 411 ) shows that the jeep bed 
been to Patrapur Ghat to bring the Minister of Power & 
Irrigation Deptt, to Aul on receiving telephonic message from 
the Private Secretary . P . W .21 the S . l. of Patramundoi has 
proyed the stotion diary entry No . 689 dated 22- 12- 79 
marked Ext. 5 . He had no personal knowledge about the 
matter as he joined at the station much after the incident. 
P . W . 25 is the Driver of the jcop . He has stated on being 
asked by the B . D . O ., Aul ou 22 - 12 - 79 at about 8 . 00 p .m . 10 
go to Pattrapur Ghat with the jeep as the Minister would 
be coming to that place he went to Patrapur Ghat with 
the jeep ORU 7306 . On reaching Patrapur Ghat he waited 
and slept thoro and he was alone. After somc time he noticed 
that some ono put something in the jeep which was pached 
in two gunny bage. When he wake ur he found that several 
people had surrounded his jeep . The people gathered there 
challenged him as to why he was carrying the pamphlots in 
the jeep, He told them that he did not know anything about 
that. The people did not allow him to move and kept the 
jeep as well as him confned . After one to two hours the 
officer- in -charge of Pattamundei P . S . came there . He made 
some inquiries and noted down something. Thereafter hc 
was asked to leave . Before leaving he unloaded the bundles , 
This witness was permitted to be cross -examined by the 
Icarned counsel for tho petitioner . In cross-examination ho 
stated that he had not gone to Patrapur Ghat with the 
empty jeep to bring pamphlcts of respondent No . 1 and 
that the bundles were uploaded from the jeep at Patrapur 
Ghat. He denied thot he knew that the bundles ootgiaod 
election posters and pamphlets of respondent No. 1 P . W . 29 . 
the then S .I. of polico Pattamundei has stated that on 
22- 12 - 79 he made a station diary entry (Ext. 5), Dr. Kunja 
Behari Swain filed a petition which is marked Ext, 8 . After 
moking station diary ontry he has bocn to Patrapur Ghat 
for enquiry . There he found the jeep No . ORU 7306 and 
in that jeep posters of Lok Dai were loadod , When he asked 
the driver, he pleaded ignorance about the loading of the 
posters in the jeep , Mr, Mohapatra submitted that Ext .- 4 
The Log Book of ORU 7306 shows that there was no prog 
ramme of the Minister to visit Patrapur Ghat but the jedp 
was there. From this it is clear that the jeep had gopo to 
Patrapur Ghat for carrying the posters of respondent No . 1. 
In reply Mr. Misra submitted that P . W . 6 is admittedly the 
President of the Congress ( I) party committee of Pattamundei 
and is a partisan witness and he was stated in cross-exami 
nation that the jeep was being loaded with the posters at 
Patrápur Gbat, but the B . D . O . wag in Patrapur Bezar. The 
jeep along with the posters were brought to the police sta 
tion . But in the petit on it has been alleged that the B . D . O . 
Aul was carrying the postors of respondent No. 1 in the 
fcep . The S .I. of police ( P . W . 29 ) on the other hand has 
stated in cross- examination that : - 


P . W 14 is the solitary witness who has been examined 
to support the case of the petitioner. He was admittedly 
a counting agent of the petitioner . There is no corrobora 
ion to the evidence of P . W . 14. There is no allegation 
about Rankai. R .Ws. 2 and 4 were taken as Ministers in 
the Cabinet much prior to the election and much prior to 
the issue of notification for holding election to the Lok Sabha. 
So in the above circumstances it is difficult to rely on the 
evidence of P .W . 74 and this allegation also fails . 

Paragraph 14 (duplicate ). - Petitionor has come up with 
a caşe that on 22 - 12 - 79 Government jeep ORU 7306 belong 
ing to B . D . O . Aul was used for election work of respondeat 
No. 1 for carrying election posters . The B . D . O . Aul was 
himself carrying the same in the jeep though it was not in 
discharge of his official duty . It was detected by Dr. Kunja 
Bchari Swain and others , Dr. Swain lodged a station diary 
No. 689 dated 22 - 12 - 79 in Pattamundei police station to 
that effect. 


" During Inquiry it was revealed that the boatman Arjun 

Taral had loaded the posters inside the jeep 
(ORU 7306 ) being directed by some one thinking 
that it was the jeep of Lok Dal, It could not be 
ascertained whether the loading of the posters in 
the jeep wag intentional or by mistake. The station 
diary Antry does not reveal as to whether the posters 
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were carried in the jeep or were unloaded from the 
jeep after I left." 


it has also not been established that the above named persons 
are in the service of Government and belong to any of the 
classes mentioned in section 123 (1 ) of she Avt. 


He has stated that he did not see any worker of Lok Dal 
when he reached the other side of Patrapur Ghut where the 
jeop was there , Mi, Misra learned counsel for respondent 
No. 1 submitted that even assuming that the jeep had becn 
10 Patropur Ghat and some posters were being loaded , it 
has not been proved that respondent No , 1 obrained or pro 
cured the assistence ol any Government servant, He further 
submitted that any natural and ordinary interpretation of the 
words " oblaining or procuring or abetting of attempting" 
must carry with it the imperative requirement that the candi 
date concerned or his agent must have intentionally done an 
act which has the ctfect contemplated by section 123 ( 7 ) of the 

Act. In other words mcos rea or a guilty mind as well 
as actus l eus or a wrongful act must concur to produce the 
result contemplated by law . He cited a decision reported in 
A .I. R . 1975 S . C . 2299 (supra ) in support of his contention , 
Ho turiher argued that the corrupt practice , as laid down 
under Section 123 ( 7 ) of the Act, of obtaining or procuring 
Or ahelling or attempting to obtain or procure by a candi 
date or his agent or by any other person with the consent of 
a candidate or his eloction agent any assistance ( other than 
the giving of vote ) for the furtherance of the prospects of 
that candidate s election, from any person in the service of 
the Government and belonging to any of the classes pen 
tioned therein should be proved beyond reasonable doubt. In 
this case ihere is no evidence nor any allegation in the peti 
tion that respondeal No. 1 obtained or procured any assis 
tance of any Government servant. According to Mr. Misra 
the driver of the jecp doce not come under any of the 
classes of Government servants mentioned in section 123 ( 7 ) 
of the Act. The evidence of P . W . 29 clearly establishes that 
po agent or any other person with the consent of the candi 
datr or his agent was present ncer thc Ghat. There is abso 
lutely no evidence that any agent or any olher person with 
the consent of election agent of respondent No. 1 loaded the 
posters in the jecp . There is also no evsdence that the posters 
were carried in the jeep and even assuming that the posters 
were being louded in the Jeep , they might have been loaded 
by mistake by the boatman . There appears to be considerable 
force in the argument of Mr. Misra . 


Paragraph 18 : It has been alleged ibat a 31-3 - 79 res 
pondent NO, I in the company of the locul M . A . A . Sri Bed 
Prakasa Agarwaua ( K . W . 4 ) who was elevated as Transport 
Musler on the eve of election for further ance of the pios 
pact of respondent No . ls election , held a pubic meeting 
in hendrapara town . The meeung was arranged by the EXLCU 
live vilicer, Menarapara Municipality Sri Chandra Seknar 
Parida and the S . L . U . Kendiaparaa Sri Pratulla Chandra 
Pattanaik and money wag spem from Goveinment fund as well 
ag from Municipal fund Tor the purpose , lo lhe inecuing res 
ponueni No. 1 as well ag R . W , 4 promised 10 provide elcctri 
city and more electric poles in ditterent Munivipal Wards if 
ihe people would vote for respondent No. 1 As a matter of 
fact, according to the election promise immediate steps were 
lakch Dy çxçcutive Uticei, Neudrapula Municipality which 
19 cviuent nom letter No . 1 /40 -AM uared 31- 12 - 19 (Ext. 2 ) 
sent 10 lac S . V . V . Electrical Construction Division , Kenura 
para wila copy 10 KW . 4 and just belore the powing dale , 
the Municipal authoriuos placed elecunc poles in ulterent 
wards Lougo there was 10 budget sanction of the Munici 
рацу. 


Ju paragraph 22 of th : written statement the allegations 
have been denicu as valse , It nus also been stated ibat K . W . 11 
and K . W . 4 uld not visit henurapara un ine date aleged , 
There was no elcvuon n - eung held on that date as notica 
tio Ius ciuchun bud not been issuçd by then , The allegations 
thal GOvoiminent servants arranged the mecliny and that GOY 
ernmenų mouey as well de funus of Municipauty were spent 
for the purpusse have also beca denied as laiso and moti 
valed , Respondent No, I was not aware of any role played 
by inc Executive Othcer, Nandrapara Municipality on tuis 
score . ine allegation that the Municipality took interest in 
placing 18 fantastic since it was the job of Electric Depart 
ment but not of Municipality . 


No doubt it has been established by documentary and oral 
evidence that posters were loaded in the Government jeep 
ORU 7306 . But this is not sufficient to establish the allega 
tion of corrupt practice as it has not been proved ibat res 
pondent No. 1 or his agent or any other person with the 
consent of respondent No. 1 or his election agent obtained 
or procured or abetted or attempted to obtain or procure any 
asistance ( other than the giving of yote ) for the furtherance 
of the prospects of election of respondent No. 1 from any 
person in the service of Government as contemplated under 
section 123 ( 7 ) of the Act. Adiniţtedly there is no evidence 
that respondent No. 1 , orliis agent or any other person 
with their consent bad anything to do with the loading of 
the posters in the jeer . There is no evidence whether the 
posters were actually carried by the jeep or not. So in the 
circumstances, I am of the view that the allegations have 
not been proved beyond rousonable doubt, 
- Paragraph 17 : It is alleged that respondent No, 1 engaged 
Government scivants including one Govinda Chandra Barik 
of Disahi who was strving as peon in Disahi M , E . School as 
his polling agent in Booth No. 75 in Aul Assembly consti 
tuency . He was also doing election compaign for respondent 
No, i. Similarly one Balaram Parida , a teacher of Mangalpur 
M . E . School was doing election campaign of respondent No , 1 
and was engaged as his counting agent. 

In paragraph 21 of the written statement it has been men 
tioned that respondent No. 1 loes not remember if the 
persons named were his polling agents or counting agents . 
It has further been asserted that the schools mentioned in 
tho pctitions are not Government Schools . P . W . 28 , the peti . 
tioner himself , has stated about this . That there schools are 
Government schools has not been proved in this cage . 
Mr, Misra pointed out that even if the Schools are Government 
Schools a pcon of a M . E . School does not come under the 
categories of officers mentione:t in section 123 ( 7 ) of the Act . 
However, it is also submitted that it has not been proved that 
the above named persons were polling Agents or counting 
Agents of respondent No. 1 by any documentary evidence . 
So after considering all thege I am of the view that the 
allegation has not been established and the solc testimony of 
P . W , 28 without any corroboration cannot be relied on and 


Petitioner filed a petition for amendment of the petition 
on 15th June, 1981 and by order No . 46 uated 18 - 5 -81 whis 
Court directed coat this petition shall be dealt in the judg 
ment, In the petition it has been mentioned that there 18 
a lypographical mistake in asmuch as the date 31- 3 - 79 men 
lioned in paragraph 18 of the election petition should be 
31- 12 -79 and it was prayed that this amendment should be 
allowed . A counter has been filed by respondent No. 1 It has 
beçn stated that this peution has been filed at 1 belated stage 
i.e . atter close of the evidence and almost at the close of the 
argument and this petition should not be allowed at this 
stage . It is submitted by Mr. Misra that carlier an amerdment 
petition dated 25-8 - 80 had been filed to amund paragraph 10 
of the election petition which has been disposed of by order 
No. 14 dated 30 - 9 -80 , and the amendment petition has been 
dismissed as it was filed at a belated stage. At that time peti 
tioner had also a chance to seck amendment of paragraph 
18 which is now sought for . It is submitted that normally an 
application for amendment lindor section 86 ( 5 ) of the Act 
should be made within a reasonable time before the commonce 
ment of the trial. The Court has power to allow an amend 
ment even after tho commencement of the trial but . ag a 
rulo leave to amend at a late stage should be given in CA 
ceptional cases whoro the petitioner could not with reason 
able diligence had discovered tho new facts carlier . Leave 
to amend will not be given if the petitioner is not acting in 
good faith or has kept back the facts known to him before 
the trial started . Mr, Misrą cited a decision reported in A . I. R . 
1969 S . C . 734 (supra ), As it appears the petitioner was not dili 
gent and at this belated stage after the evidence is over and 
the argument is almost complete the petitioner has filed this 
petition . 80 this petition for amendment cannot be allowed . 
The petition for amendment is disinissed on merits . The 
petitioner has relied upon the evidence of P . W . 5 , the 
Congress ( 1 ) M . L . A , and P . W . 11 to prove the allegation . 
P . W . 11 has introduced a new story that respondent No. 1 
had gone to Municipal ofice which is not in the petition 
P . W . 5 also does not support P . W . 11 . Ext. 2 also does not 
connect respondent No . 1 Even P .Ws. 5 and 11 do not cro 
roborate each other. P .Ws, 5 and 11 are partisan witnesses 
dod there is no corroboration to their statement from an 
independent source , Also there was no mcęziny on 31- 3 - 79 
as alloged , So the allegations fail . 

For the reasonings given obovo all these issues are ans 
wered against the petitioner ,

been alicged that respondent No. 1 committed corrupt prac 
tice under section 123 ( 5 ) of the Act by incurring unauthorised 
expenditure in contravention of section 771 of the Act, Res 
pondent No, I did wt keep a separate ujid coricut account 
of all expenditure in connection with the cleclion incurred or 
authorised by him or by his clcction agent tolween the date 
of nomination and the date of declaration of the result. He 
did not mention the election expenditures, namely , offering 
of bribe to several persons, Opening of election Oflices , un 
gaging workern ( cach being paid Rs. lu Jully ) und payment 
of house rent ranging from Rs. 50 10 Rs. 100 for caub office 
in his accounts. 


Held that there was 10 non -compliance with the piovi 

sions of the Act and the Rules and therefore no 
corrupt practice as contemplated by S . 123 (6 ) was 

committed by him ." 
He also cited A . I. R . 1971 S . C . 1295 (Mugraj Patodia v. R . K . 
Birla and others ) wherein it has been held : 
" To prove the corrupt practice of incurring expeuditure 

beyond the prescribed limit it is not sufficient for 
the petitioner to prove merely that the expenditure 
more than the prescribed limit had been incurred 
in connecțion with the clection ; he must po further 
and prove that the excess expenditure was incurred 
with the consent or under the authority of the re 
turned candidate nr bis election agent." 


After considering the evidence on record and the argument 
of both sides I an of the view that the allegations mado 
about uyauthorised expenditure is vuguc dod lack in details 
and the evidence produced has not been corroborated . It is 
also difficult to accept thc evidence of P .Ws. 5 and 11 who 
arç partisan witnesses. So in the absence of any contempo 
rancous assurance Ol reliable nature from an indopendent 
source it is difficult to rely on the oral testimony of the wil 
nesses . There is also no evidence to show that the petitioner 
has excecded the limit prescribed under the law . In the result. 
therefore , this allegation fails and his issue is answered 
against the peutioner. 


4 . Issue No. 8 : Nothing has been proved by the peti 
tioner that therc has been non - compliance with the provisions 
of the Act or Rules by l espondent No. 1 . It is also not 
seriously pressed by the petitioner. So this issue is answered 
against the petitioner . 


In paragraph 20 of the written statenicnt the above alle 
gations have been denied and termed as falsc . It has also 
been asserted that respondent No. 1 has not incurred Any 
unauthorised expenditure in contrevention of section 77 of 
the Act and that correct account was maintained by him . 
All the expenditure incurred of authorised bave been pro 
perly shown in the return of election expenses . It has also 
been denied that respondent No . 1 opencd election office on 
payment of rent and that he engaged workers on payment of 
daily wages. It has been said that the allegations are yague 
and a lack in materiul particulars as required by law and 
hence should be struck off . As already beld the charges of 
payment of bribe to the voters have been rejected as it has 
not been established by the pet ioner, About payment of 
house rent the witnesses who have deposed are P . W . s. 5 , 
7 , 9 , 10 , 11 and 22 and about payment to workers the above 
witnesses except P . W . 10 have doposed. Mr. Mohapatra sub 
mitted that the evidence of these witnesses should be accep 
ted and it should be held that the petitioner has not men 
tioned the above expenses such as payment of house rent, 
payment to workers in the electon accounts, So he is liable 
under section 123( 6 ) for contravening section 77 of the Act. 
Mr. Misra for l espondent No. 1 subinitted that the allega 
tions are vague and all the witnesses are party men and they 
havo no personal knowledge about the payment. There is no 
corroboration to their ovidence excepting taking a house 
at Kendrapara which has been stated by P .Ws.

9 
Nagamani Mohanty whose house is said to have been taken 
on rent at Jagadalpur has denied that hiy house was taken 
on rent. Mr. Misra further argued that no documentary evi. 
dence , no receipts etc . have been pro luced and no parti 
culars of payment have been mentioned in the election peti 
tion excepting making some vague allegations. He argued that 
ovon assuming though not admitting that some expanses have 
been made towards payment of house rent and payment to 
workers by respondent No . 1 there is nothing to show that those 
amounts oven if taken into consideration will make respon 
dent No . 1° liable under section 123 ( 6 ) of the Act as it has 
not been established by the petitioner that if these expenses 
are added to the amount of expenses already shown thir will 
exceed the Amount of expendlture prescribed under the law . 
Mr, Misra relied on a decision reported in A . I. R . 1968 
Orissa 99 (Ghasiram Majhi- v -Omkar Singh ) wherein it has 
boen hold - 
" What S. 123 (6 ) prohibits is the incurring or authorising 

of expenditure in contravention of $ . 77 and not 
the method and manner of maintaining accounts . In 
other words what lg his by S . 123 (6 ) is the contra 
vention of sub -section 77 ( 3 ) And not the contraven 
tion of sub - 9ection ( 1 ) and ( 2 ) of Section 77 . To 
interpret S . 123 (6 ) in uny other manner is to run 
counter to well established canons of interpretations.

In the counting of voteg 
many votes which were to be counted in favour of the peti. 
tioner were not counted in his favour and many votes which 
were not to be counted in favour of respondent No. 1 were 
counted in his favour. Similarly many votes which were to 
be countod jn favour of the petitioner were illegally nejected, 


In paragraph 23 of the written statement the allegations 
made in paragraph 19 of the petition have been denied as 
false, It has been stated that no false voting took place and 
DQ voters whose names were excluded from the voters list 
were allowod to vote at the instance of Saratkar , Tbe allo 
gations about false voting and rigging in clection have been 
denied ag falso and vague. In paragraph 24 of the written 
statement the allegations made in paragraph 20 of the peti 
tion has been denied . It has been stated that no Govern 
ment servants who wore the supporters of respondent No. 1 , 
as alleged , were appointed as counting agents . There was no 
lapses in counting.
